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SECTION I. POPULATION AND VITAL STATISTICS 


Population estimates are obtained by taking into account statistics of population increase in conjunction 
with the results of population censuses. For Australia as a whole statistics of population increase take 
account of natural increase and net overseas migration. 


The estimated population in each State or Territory represents the population ascertained at the Census 
plus recorded natural increase and recorded net gain from overseas migration for that State or Territory; 
gains and corresponding losses that result from movements between States and Territories are also taken 
into account in so far as they are recorded as transfers of State of residence under child endowment procedures 
or Commonwealth electoral procedures supplemented by results of any special count or sample survey. 
Holiday, business or other similar short-term movements between States and Territories are omitted. As 
records of migration by State or Territory are not complete, the estimated State and Territory populations 
so derived are approximate and are subject to revision when the actual population of each State is ascertained 
at the next Census. For some States such revisions were substantial after the 1966 Census. This method of 
estimating State or Territory populations (as set out in issue No. 263, March 1967) differs from the method 
used prior to the 1966 census, but population estimates back to June 1961 have been revised on the basis of 
the new method. 


As a consequence of the omission of holiday, business or other similar short-term movements between 
States and Territories the marked seasonal movements in the population of some States due to interstate 
holiday movements are not reflected in the estimates since June 1961. However, the following two aspects 
of seasonal movements are reflected in the estimated populations of the States. 


(i) People who were on holiday or other short-term travel interstate at the time of the Census are 
counted in the State where they spent Census night. 


(ii) There is some seasonal movement in the population of Australia as a whole which is due to move- 
ments of tourists and other visitors from overseas and of Australians travelling overseas for short 
periods. 


The estimates of the population at 30 September 1966 and 31 December 1966 are based on the preliminary 
results of the Census of 30 June 1966. They are subject to revision when the final results of the Census 
become available. 


Particulars of population in this section are exclusive of full-blood Aborigines.

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COMMONWEALTH SALES TAX—SALES OF GOODS AND TAX PAYABLE 


An indication of fluctuations in the value of wholesale trade is given by the returns made under the Sales 
Tax Acts. With certain specified exemptions, all goods sold by wholesale in Australia, including imports, 
are taxable. The returns do not relate to all wholesale trade, as vendors trading only in exempt goods are 
not required to furnish returns. They do not necessarily cover a constant proportion of all trade. The effects 
of legislation and administrative changes on the recorded values of taxable and exempt goods respectively 
are somewhat uncertain, but total recorded sales are affected in smaller degrees. Insufficient information 
is available to enable adjustments to be made to the crude figures on this account.

From the wage rates and 
hours of work for these occupations, weighted averages are calculated for each industry and for all groups. 


In the following tables the weighted averages so calculated are shown in dollars and cents and also 
as index numbers with the weighted average for the year 1954 as base (= 100).

STATE BASIC WAGES 


In New South Wales automatic quarterly adjustments to the basic wage were discontinued following 
legislation passed in October 1964, and Commonwealth basic wage rates were adopted, retrospective to 
19 June 1964. State basic wages are not declared in Victoria and Tasmania, but Wages Boards, which 
determine minimum rates to be paid in various industry groups or callings, now generally adopt Common- 
wealth rates. In Queensland, the industrial authority may declare a basic wage only after an inquiry. In 
South Australia the rates have been the same as Commonwealth rates since 1950. Up to December 1966, the 
industrial authority in Western Australia determined the basic wage each quarter after considering retail 
price index numbers. In December 1966, legislation provided that the Western Australian basic wage rates 
would be the same as the Commonwealth Six Capitals rates as soon as these exceed the State rates operative 
from 24 October 1966. In all States, since May 1961, the basic wage for adult females has been 75 per cent of 
the adult male rate.

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AVERAGE RETAIL PRICES 


Average retail prices of food and groceries as previously published for capital cities and principal towns 
are now collected monthly in the State capital cities and Canberra only. These prices are published regularly 
in the following publications of this Bureau: Average Retail Prices of Food and Grocery Items (quarterly) 
and Labour Report (annual). 


WHOLESALE PRICE (BASIC MATERIALS AND FOODSTUFFS) INDEX 


Commodities in this index are priced in their primary or basic form wherever possible. The prices used 
have, in the main, been obtained directly from manufacturers and merchants and, with a few important 
exceptions, from Melbourne sources. The weighting system adopted is based on estimates of the average 
annual consumption of the commodities in Australia during the years 1928-29 to 1934-35 inclusive. Work 
is proceeding on the preparation of new series of wholesale price index numbers. Meanwhile the present 
series continue to be compiled on their existing basis which has become increasingly affected by changes in 
usage, changes of category as between ‘imported’ and ‘home produced’ for some commodities, and changes 
in industrial structure.

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FARM PRODUCTION PRICE INDEXES 


The annual indexes shown in the following table relate to average ‘prices’ of farm products realised in 
the principal markets of Australia. The ‘price’ data used are average unit values for the total quantities of 
the relevant commodities produced or marketed in each year and the indexes therefore measure both the 
effects of changes in prices (as such) and of variations in the quality, type, usage, etc., of products marketed. 
The indexes for any year relate to the average values of farm products produced or marketed in that year, 
irrespective of the periods in which payment is received by producers. 

The indexes shown below are the Revised Series (December 1952) in which average quantities of each 
product marketed in the period 1946-47 to 1950-51 have been used as fixed weights.
